The Passenger Depot and the Macon 
and Western Rallroad. 


In a communication published in the Sun, 
Captain White, President Macon and West- 
ern ltailroad, explains the causes of the non- 
use of the depot in this city by his road: 

Some time in May, 1870, an advertisement 
was inserted in the Atlanta papers, and oth 
crs, signed by E. W. Cole, L. P. Grant, Col. 
Foster Blodgett, A. J. White, and perbaps 
another—not recollected, if another, inviting. 
on behalf of the companies represented b) 
them, plams and specifications for a Union 
Depot at Atlanta, to be subraitted by the 20.L 
day of June, and addressed to Col Blodgett, 
for the use of the above committee, asking 
for plans of buildings, one to be built of ston: 
arches, such as the one at Chattanooga; on 
having brick arches, such as was originally 
in use at Atlanta, and a third for such a on: 
as had been shown the committee by Col. 
Richard Peters, of Atlanta, to be of iron 
Tuat the cost of each building should accom. 
pany the plans and specifications, 

[came to Atlanta about tae 19th of June, 
with a view of being present on the 20:h, 
examine, with the other gentiemen, the plans. 
cost, ete; and to agree, if we could, upon thi 
work. On reaching the city, I learned tha! 
Colonel Blodgett was at Washington, Colone! 
Grant was at home too unwell to attend tc 
any business, that Colonel Cole was not in 
the cityy Seeing thatno one of the commit 
tee could be present next day, but myself, 
aud as the plans and specifications were di 
rected by the advertisement to be sent to 
Colonel Blodgett, and that no action could be 
had upam maatters until his return, I left At 
junta for Newnan and Carrollton, where J 
had engagements. _To my surprise, on th: 
wist of June, I noticed in the Atlanta parc 
tuat a contract had been made by the variou- 
roads above represented for the building o- 
tue depot.” 

Captain White goes on to say that he im 
mediately wrote to Judge King and Govern: 
Dillock that until he was informed of th 
character of building, cost, payments to b 
made, and the same was submitted to th: 
Board of Directors of his company and ep- 
proved, his company will not be bound by 
auy coptggct you have made.

Captain White further states that, “At the 
earliest opportunity I could command, ] 
called upon Colonel Grant and had shown 
me tice plans, specifications, and the estima- 
ted cost of the building. The extraordinary 
cost of the structure determined me at once 


not to entertain the proposition of entering | 


into the proposed building.” 

He alleges that he has made several over- 
tures for the arrangement of the matter upon: 
a just and equitable basis, but could not effect 
anything. Le concludes as follows: 

* Within the last ten days I have been re- 
peatedly informed that the merchants of At- 
lanta would, by combination, refuse to pa- 
tronize the Macon and Western Railroad oj 
its line of connections with the Seaboard, 
and that such a combination was already be- 
ing talked of gmong them, if I did not im- 
mediately take part in the depot, and in fin- 
ishing it up and enter upon its use. 

“To this report, [simply reply that I do 
not believe it, for I will not suppose that « 
conuuunity of business men, so honorable. 
Lish-ininded and gentlemanly, and who havi 
so good a sense of justice, would make a re 
quirement of me which is so utterly unfair 
and unreasonable, and that I am satisfied that 
their good taste and sound judgment wili 
not allow me to be censured for declining to 
contribute to the erection of a building which 
is so little in accordance with the good taste 
aud public spirit of Atlantaas this is, and 
especially at the enormous cost which is 
charged for it, and under all the facts herein- 
be foresybmiited.” 

Candor compels us to say that upon Capt. 
White's own statement we must adjudge the 
case against him. It gives color to the charge 
that Captain White was not disposed to help 
Atlanta by aiding in the erection of a depot 
worthy of our city, its importance and its 
progress. But of course we cannot believe 
that any such motive controls the action of 
President White, but we do think that he 
should at once yield his objections, especially 
when a@ the other counecting roads have so 
heartily united.

This and the East Alabama and 
Cincinnati and the Savannah, Griffin and 
Decatur road’ will be crossed at Gadsden, 
The proposed North and South (Georgia), be- 
tween Carrollton and Van Wert and the Sel- 
ma, Rome and Dalton at Cross Plains.. The 
other at Elyton, and further on, as per con- 
tinuation of route suggested by Col. Hulbert. 
The same object can be attained with 
reference to the penetration of the Coosa, 
Cahaba and Warrior coal and iron beds, by 
the lime via Gedsen, as that by Talladega. 
The country fom Gadsen to Elyton abounds 
in the most abundant supply of mineral de- 
posits to be found in the State. St. Clair, 
an adjoining county, and a litile southwest 
from Gadsen, can boast of as fine and exten- 
sive coal and iron beds, as any other section 
of the same area in the world. 

Yonder mountain, a spur of the Lookout, 
which lifts its solid form bigh in the welkin, 
within the corporate limits of Gadsen and 
which I view from my window as I write, 
teems with iron ore of the richest quality, 
it crops out all around and lies scattered over 
the surface, “stumping our toes” as we walk, 
as if inviting us to delve its inexhaustible 
wealth. But as iron and Coal mines are so 
numerous in these parts, it really seems silly 
to discriminate by mentioning any particu- 
lar locality. 

Contiguous to this ore and in the face of 
Lookout, is a stone quarry, said to be equal 
to the famed Cologne Stone, which turns out 
flour equal to the finest French Burr.” In 
this region, too, there is marble, slate, sand- 
stone, stone coal and every other treasure 
known to geology and niinerology, waiting 
and begging for development. 

Let it be borne in mind, that by the Cross 
Plains and Gadsden route, Atlanta will be 
placed within reach of the Coosa coal and 
iron fields, at a distance of but little over 100 
miles, while the distance to the Cahaba and 
Warrior sections is about the same as that by 
the other route, She would then by this line, 
come in for askare of the bounteous stores 
of mineral deposits lying above Gadsden in 
the direction of Rome. The line of the Ala- 
bama and Chattanooga Railroad could be 
taken fromGadsden to Elyton if deemed 
wise, but it is supposed that an independ- 
ent way would prove more advantageous to 
the presperity of your city. 

The agricultural resources of this section 
and its lumber facilities (of which mention 
was made in a former article) are equal to 
any and surpassed by no other in the State, 
and are in themselves sufficient to bring the 
Georgia Western Road by this way. Gads- 
den is eligibly located—is improving rapidly, 
and is the central point of trade for a large 
and fertile country. When projected enter- 
prises are finislicd it will unquestionably be- 
come a fine distributing point for Western 
produce. Gadsden, [-will state, en pissant, 
is the county site of the new eounty of 
Etowah, formed from portions of Calhoun, 
Cherokee, St. Clair and Dekalb countics, 
ani has one of the finest new brick court 
ious 's in the State. 

‘There is no crop grown out of the soil that 
Coosa River bottoms will not produce, ex- 
cepting perhaps sugar eane, colfve and the 
tropical fruits. Clover and all the other 
yrasses grow luxuriantly here, and even thie 
cotton belt is rivaled to same extent, in th 
production of this staple. These facts, and 
the many other advantages enjoyed by this 
section, have not long becn known to many 


struction of tae Georgia Western Railway is 
fine business policy on the part of Atlanta: 
that it has become all-important and an ab- 
solute necessity to her. Life in the future is 
‘a desideratum, and she should at once take 
steps to protect and perpetuate as far as pos- 
sible, her commercial existence. Then, as 
the propriety and necessity of. this road is so 
‘apparent that “he who runs may read, and 
the wavfaring man, though a fool], cannot err 
therein,’ no unnecessary delay should be al- 
lowed. The inquiry arises here, why hss 
time not been taken by the forelock and the 
road comimenced sooner? The only rational 
answer, scemingly, to be found to this ques- 
tion is, that it has not been exclusively a 
State (Georgia) enterprise. Its posiponement 
has undeniably suggested and hastened the 
location of other lines injurious to ber inter- 
ests, from: the und southeast to the 
west and northwest. But let the Georgia 
Western Railway be built now as soon as it 
may, We cannot Close our eyes to the fact 
that Sampson will Lave been shorn of some 
of his comeliest locks before it is finished, in 
consequence of the inactivity produced by 
the old syren song of the advantage and mo- 
nopoly Atienata possessed as a central and 
distributing point. ut the crisis being upon 
her, she must now manage her best interest 
under existing unavoidable circumstances, 
and the road pushed to vigorous and speedy 
completion, 

L bee your indulgence in taking issue wilh 
Colonel Hulbert about the. proper. direction 
ofa portion of thé road. There is known to 
be a better route, both es regards the grades 
and the welfare of your city, for the first 155 
miles to Kiyton, than the one via Carrolton 
and Talladega. J allude to the route via 
Cross Piains and Gadsden. It is believed by 
practical and thinking men that an unbiased 
and unprejudiced investigation, regardless of 
local interests, would prove these points to 
be better for the road and more beneficial to 
Atlanta. 

Following the distances and dircction as 
stated by Colonel Hulbert, we find that Car- 
rolton is southwest and 45 miles from At- 
lanta. Talladega is 65 miles and a little 
southwest from Carrolton. Klyton is a little 
northwest and 45 miles from Talledega. The 
distance from Atlanta to Elyton via Carrol- 
ten and Talladega is 155 miles. 

Gadsden via Cross Plains is a little north- 
west and 96 milcs from Atlanta. Elyton is 
southwest and about 55 miles from Gadsden. 
The distance from Atlanta to Elyton via 
Yross Plains and Gadsden is 151 miles. 

The gap at Cross Plains appears to have 
been formed by a wise provision of nature’s 
God expressly as an outlet for the Georgia 
Western Road, 

The greatest advantage to Atlanta claimed 
for the route via Gadsden to Elyton is the 
reasonabie hope entertained that Gadsden— 
only ninety-six miles from Atlanta~will, at 
no distant day, become the transferring depot 
for Northeast Alabama of freights from the 
Westand Northwest. The competition most 
to be dreaded by Atlanta, according to the 
views of Colonel Hulbert, is that by the Sa- 
vannah and Memphis Road, from Opelika to 
Vastport, the terminus of navigation onthe 
Tennessee river. It is thought that at East- 
port the cargoes of Western produce brought 
down the river will be conveyed over this 
road to the seaboard and to intermediate 
points South and Southeast. 

Itis well known to your readers that Con- 
gress has made an appropriation for the sur 
vey of Coosa river, with a view- of ascer- 
taining the cost of opening it to navigation 
from Greensport—forty miles below Gads- 
den—to Wetumpka. Ithasbeen pronounced 
practicable by competent engineers, and will 
in all probability be opened. As a cancomi- 
tant to this, and to secure “the greatest bless- 
ing to the greatest number,” the waters of the 
Tennessee and Coosa rivers will be made to 
commingle by the construction of a canal 
from Gadsden to Guntersville. This subject 
is also receiving Congressional consideration 
and favor. e distance indicated by the 
map between the two rivers: at these’ points 
is between thirty and thirty-five miles, But, for 
the sake of accuracy and fairness, we will 
say it is forty miles, although it is known ‘to 
be less. The simple mention of the distance
